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Ford On TV Tonight 


Nation To Get Tax Decision

- 


President Ford will tell the na- 
tion tonight whether he plans to 
sign or veto th'e S24.8-billion, 
tax-cut bill. 


The President has' scheduled 


a nationwide television and 
radio address at 7:30 p.m. EOT 
in which Press Secretary Ron 
Nesscn said the President will 


discuss the tax-cut measure and 
other, broader economic mat- 
ters. 


N'essen said Ford is expected 


to speak for 10 to 15 minutes. 


An hour after the address. 


President and Mrs. Ford will 
leave for a nine-day Easter 
holiday in Palm Springs. Calif. 
The working vacation will 
include 
four 
business 
and 


speechmaking side trips. 


Ford has been conferring with 


his top economic policy advisers 
for three days about the con- 
troversial tax bill, which con- 
tains the largest tax cut voted 
by Congress in 30 years. 


The President on Thursday 


asked the advisers to put their 
recommendations in writing. A 
White House source said all had 
been received by Friday after- 
noon and "there was no consen- 


sus of opinion." 


Xessen hinted Friday night 


that the President still had not 
made up his mind when he 
reported Ford "is deciding what 
to do." 


The President had urged 


Congress for weeks to enact 
quickly a tax cut to fight the 
recession. He recommended a 
SIB-billion cut, but the bill 
shaped by the Democratic 


majorities in the House and 
Senate is much larger. 


Nessen said Ford told his ad- 


visers the bill contained "some 
good things and some very bad 
things," and said his decision 
would be a "tough call." 


Most Republican congres- 


sional 
leaders 
urged 
the 


President to veto the bill, con-

Vietnam Reds Shell 
Besieged Coast City

SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) 


— The Saigon military com- 
mand said today North Viet- 
namese forces had begun firing 
hundreds of rockets and ar- 
tillery shells into the vicinity of 
the air base, naval base and the 
South 
Vietnamese 
army 


headquarters in Da Nang, a city 
crammed with a half million 
refugees. 


The Viet Cong delegation in 


Saigon announced earlier that 
their forces, "led by civilian 


residents," 
were 
attacking 


South Vietnamese government 
positions inside the northern 
coastal city. 


Lt. Col. Le Trung Hien, chief 


spokesman for the Saigon mili- 
tary command, said there was 
no fighting inside the city but 
that battles had broken out in an 
arc three to six miles to the west 
and south of the city. 


A United States airlift to res- 


cue civilians from Da Nang ap- 
parently collapsed. 


One U.S. civilian jetliner . 


landed at Da Nang during the/ 


day., but its pilot said 400 South 
Vietnamese soldiers, pushing 
past civilians, forced their way 
aboard the 727 aircraft and flew 
in it to Saigon, despite a wing 
damaged by.gunfire and a rear 
ramp hanging open. One soldier 
perished' in the plane's under- 
carriage as he tried to crawl in- 
to the cargo department. 


Two other planes turned back 


after receiving reports of chaos 
and firing at Da Nang. 
/'South Vietnamese spokesman 


, Men said the shelling attacks at 


Da Nang began about 8 p.m. 


Friday and were heavy but 
tapered off just before dawn 
Saturday. 


He said he had no reports on 


casualties or damage. 


He said the fighting broke out 


when South Vietnamese infan- 
trymen on patrol ran up against 
North "Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong forces edging closer to the 
city, 
the last 
government 


stronghold

northern sector. 


•Hien reported that Viet Cong 


infiltrators had slipped into (he 
city among the refugees but had 
not been able to touch off any 
fighting with local troops except 
"conspiratorial disorders." 


Witnesses said the city itself 


appeared quiet with traffic and 
people in the streets.

The 77-year-old pontiff took 
up the cross for more than 20 
minutes and appeared to move 
with ease despite the chilly 
night air.

suffering on the cross could be 
known by "all who, still today, 
are

because 
of

At the Good Friday service in 


SI. Peter' Basilica in Vatican 
City, the Pope wore simple red 
robes of mourning without the 
pontifical ring or other gems. 
Some 10,000 persons attended 
the service, as the pontiff knelt 
three times, prostrated himself 
and kissed the cross. .

Kissinger had been invited to speak by the university and 
he "has tenatively agreed to do it." Flower added, 
however, that ths \isit is still "very much in the air." 


Kissinger's personal secretary also confirmed in 


Washington that the secretary had accepted the invitation, 
adding: "It's never definite until the last minute, for ob- 


• vfous reasons." University President Roben Fleming is 


expected to make a formal announcement of the invitation

O'Brien. 


The probe said the deputies 


appeared in filmed ads for 
Levin and in campaign activi- 
ties for Mrs. O'Brien. 


The study, begun at Leonard's 


request after allegations started 
circulating in September 1974, 
finds no evidence of improper or 
criminal action by O'Brien. 


Kelley said Sgt. 
Charles 


Sevick "apparently" ordered 
two deputies to participate in 
the 
advertisements 
and 


approved "falsified activity logs 
for the days in question and ap- 
parently authorized an illegal 
gasoline expense." 


Kelley said O'Brien's ad- 


ministrative assistant, Kenneth 
McArdle. released five persons 
arrested in a raid on an illegal 
liquor establishment on June 2, 
1973. Disciplinary action against 
McArdle, may be warranted, he 
said. 


The release was necessary to 


protect the identities of under- 
cover investigators, McArdle 
said. Kelley said his investiga- 
tors were told however that 
McArdle personally knew the 
five and sought their release for 
that reason.

division headed by Sevick may 
have been paid (or hours the> 


did not actually work, Kelley 
said. 


He 
said 
there 
were 


"discrepancies" in the work 
logs and said the division's 
records are "undependable." 
During the investigation the

Prof Sees Hard 


JEvidence Of A Miracle 


;.-There are many sophisticates who 
'subscribe to the principles of conduct 
:ihat are a part of the Christian 
^religion. They stop short, however, of 
^Subscribing to the "miracles" of 
"fundamental Christianity: the virgin 
;3)irth, the Resurrection. 
>-*Jt is not infrequent that good, 
-33nes-paying members of Christian 
.^churches regard core dogma of 
Christianity as symbolism of a 
'superstitious 
age. 
This 
attitude 


"doesn't turn them away from sup- 
porting their churches financially and 
otherwise. But it certainly diminishes 
the emotional fervor of their faith. 


In 
connection 
with 
this 


phenomenon, George W. Cornell, 
religion writer for the Associated 
Press, this week called attention to 
s'qme interesting historical work be- 
ing done at Western Michigan 
University in neighboring Kalamazoo. 


Cornell notes that most modern 


textbooks of history in dealing with 
Jesus, usually give a condensed ac- 
count of His life and relate that He 
"was crucified. But they shun dealing 
.with 
the 
miraculous 
Easter 


phenomenon — the Resurrection. 
-.. The textbooks generally pass over 
•the Resurrection in silence or with 
qualifications, shifting at once to the 
growth of the early church in 
Jerusalem and elsewhere, with scar- 
cely a clue to explain what actually 
fired 
the 
sudden 
extraordinary 


growth. 
>;Dr. Paul .L. Maier, professor of 
rancient history at Western Michigan, 
^Suggests that secular histories may 
"be ignoring some valid and objective 
Evidence that sheds light on the case. 
iXNpting that it generally is assumed 
^that 
the 
Resurrection 
can ;be 


"approached only in faith and not 
rthrough the discipline of history, he 
'says this is not entirely so, especially 
;m regard to supporting details such 
_-Ss the empty tomb. "Nor is all the 
-"-"evidence for the Easter phenomenon 
lednfined to|he New Testament, as so 
TSany Christians and nonChristians 
^aHke seem to assume," he writes. 
-"The science of .history can penetrate 
^aC least to the outer peripheries of the 
^events of the first Easter, and what it 
;detects at these fringes is extraor- 
-dinary." He says "any ancient his- 
torian would have to admit that a 
'profound religious explosion occurred 
in Jerusalem shortly after Christ's 
crucifixion, since the repercussions 
shook distant Rome with incredible 
speed." 


In that imperial capital, only 31 


years after 
the crucifixion, 
the 


Roman historian Tacitus, who de- 
tested Christianity, records that a 
"great number" of its followers so 
strongly 
believed 
in 
Christ's 


resurrection that they gave up their 
lives in Nero's persecution of 64 A.D., 
Maier points out. "For a philosophy 
or teaching to spread that far that 
fast is absolutely unparalleled in the 
ancient world, and historians have not 
devoted enough attention to the 
implications here," he says. He cites 
other secondary evidence, what he 
terms "fallout" of the- Easter event, 
including the striking psychological 
change that transformed the frigh- 
tened, hiding apostles into bold 
spokesmen for the faith at the risk of 
death. "Myths do not make martyrs," 
Maier observes. 


Recounting various other "telling 


evidence for a mighty launching" of 
the faith, he says this "peripheral 
evidence" ordinarily would be suf- 
ficient to establish the Resurrection 
historically, but historians don't 
stamp it historical fact for one simple 
reason — because it "involves the 
supernatural." He adds: 


"If it did not, historians long ago, 


using the same rules of their craft, 
would most probably have accorded 
Easter the same status of sober fact 
as say, the assassination of Julius 
Caesar on the Ides of March in 44 
B.C." 


Maier, a Lutheran and author of 


several works on ancient times, 
including "First-Easter" put out by 
Harper & Row, says historians "have 
long overlooked" an. important clue to 
Easter — the empty tomb. It is 
reported not only in the Gospels, he 
' says, but in other ancient sources, 
including those opposed to Chris- 
tianity. • Citing 
some 
of 
these 


references, he says they are the 
strongest kind of historical evidence, 
what 
historians 
call 
"positive 


evidence from a hostile source." 


"The hostile sources agree that the 


tomb was empty," he says. Although 
this 
doesn't directly prove 
the 


Resurrection, it does establish a con- 
dition essential to it, he says, and 
adds: "It may be time for our history 
books, secular or religious, to include 
another datum after the otherwise 
objectively reported crucifixion: 'On 
the Sunday morning following his 
Friday execution, the tomb in which 
Jesus of Nazareth was buried stood 
empty." 


With talk like that, the Western 


Michigan professor just could have 
some hazy Christians re-thinking the 
depth of their faith. 


Easter Bunnies, Eggs 
An Ages-Old Tradition 


Fluffy bunnies and gay-colored 


chicks — how did they become con- 
nected with the religious holiday. 
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Easter? And why do colored eggs 
make their gay debut at Easter when 
at other times they are dull and drab? 


Historians know more about the 


origin of the festive colored Easter 
eggs than they do about the bunnies 
and chicks. The origin of the Easter 
egg goes back to ancient religious 
devotees, who believed that eggs laid 
on Good Friday could be kept all year, 
because the day exercised a charm on 
the products of the farmyard. 


All ancient peoples regarded the egg 


as a work of the Supreme Divinity. 
Coloring and ornamentation of Easter 
eggs seem to have been a part of the 
original custom, which was taken over 
by the church. On Easter eve and 
Easter day heads of families sent 
hardboiled eggs to the church to have 
them blessed and sprinkled with holy 
water. 


After 
the eggs were blessed, 


everyone took home his portion and 
painted the shells with several colors 
and gilt. Those who came to visit dur-' 
ing Easter week were invited to eat an 
Easter egg. 


Whatever the custom's origin, gay 


Easter eggs will be as plentiful as ever 
this year. The young ones in particular 
will enjoy all the activities centering 
:arpund the egg, including dyeing, eat- 
ing and searching for those the Easter 
bunny so mysteriously hides away.

May Be Answer 


WASHINGTON 
- The 


depression is costing us $200 
billion 
this 
year 
in 
un- 


derproduction 
and 


underemployment. 
This 


averages out at $4,000 per 
family, though the load is as- 
tronomically uneven. 


So at first blush it comes as a 


relief that a reasonable anti- 
recession proposal has finally 
come out of the White House. 
Which seems to put President 
Ford one ahead of Congress. 


But there's a catch. Mr. Ford 


has recommended that the gut 
provision of his plan be delayed 
five years, then reviewed, and 
perhaps put into effect six 
months after that. 


I refer to the President's ef- 


fort to allow banks, savings and 
loan associations and other 
financial institutions to raise the 
interest rates they pay deposi- 
tors. 


The proposal may not seem 


revolutionary. But I 
refer 


doubters to experiments in 
Korea and Vietnam several 
years back. 


The'concept was first tried out 


in 
Seoul. 
With 
inflation 


decreasing the currency value 
at well over .20 per cent a year, 
few saw much sense in putting 
mcney in the banks. As a gam- 
ble, the government — talked 
into the plan by American ad- 
visers — allowed banks to raise 
interest paid depositors to 
something like-20 to 30 percent. 
The results were dramatic; 
deposits increased sharply. 
Capital-starved Korean industry 
was able to secure the funds 
needed for expansion. 


Observers give this one 


program a good deal of the 
credit for'South Korea's indus- 


trial'boom which, in the end, 
made that country independent 
of U.S. economic aid. 


A similar experiment was 


later attempted in South Viet- 
nam. The results were equally

It was only a matter of 
time, of .course, before so per- 
sistent and persistently ac- 
curate media critic would come 
under attack. • ' . 


AIM is now involved in a bit- 


ter controversy on two fronts. 
The first involves an argument 
with columnist Jack Anderson 
over AIM's charge that Ander- 
son has slanted the facts in a 
recent column on attitudes 
toward torture at the Interna- 
tional Police Academy. The dust 
has not settled on that one yet. 
AIM, of course, is not infallible. 
But the foundation-supported 
National News Council, headed 
by a former New York chief 
judge, and embracing many 


; shades of opinion, has backed 


AIM against Anderson. 
.Anderson, however, in the

^launched a secondary and 
unrelated attack upon AIM 
chairman Reed Irvine, who is 
aisoia Federal Reserve Board 
economist.

certainly does not describe the 
work or the .motives of AIM. 
Time and again, AIM has 
documented a major distortion 
or an outright, lie by the media, 
most ' recently, catching none 
other than CBS and Mr. Dan 
Rather with their hands in the 
ideological cookie jar. • 


Last October, CBS put on an 


hour-long documentary, "Cas- 
tro, Cuba and the U.S.A." fca- 
luring Dan Rather and includ- 


ing an interview with Castro by 
Rather. In his commentary, 
Rather sought to convey the

31 for the Twin Cities system, 
the costs are split thus: A third 
to be paid by the state (through 
a % cent gasoline tax), one third 
by fares collected by DART, and 
one-third 
by 
the 
five 


municipalities served by DART. 


Griffin said some of the 


municipalities were debating 
whether to pay their share 
because DART was not serving 
their municipality and was 
serving only the poor and el- 
derly.

A thorough evaluation of the 


study of cancer of. the stomach 
is being approached from an 
interesting angle. 


Dr. John H. Weisburger, of 


the Naylor Dana Institute for 
Disease Prevention, made an 
interesting 
observation. 
He 


believes that refrigeration of 
foods can explain why cancer of 
the stomach 
lias been so 


markedly reduced in the United 
States. 


This conclusion is based on 


the fact that in countries where 
refrigeration has been used for 
a long time, the frequency of 
cancer of the stomach is far less 
than in those countries that have 
only recently begun to use 
refrigeration. 


It is Dr. Weisburger's con- 


tention 
that 
refrigeration 


prevents a chemical change 
(from nitrate to nitrite) and 
reduces 
the 
possibility of 


cancer. 


A much more complicated 


chemical explanation is availa- 
ble, but in essence this is the 
basic principle. 


At the present time this 


hypothesis is still speculative. 
Dr. Weisburger's studies will be 
further tested by himself and 
other research workers in order 
to 
better 
understand 
and 


perhaps, 
to 
control 
the 


frequency of cancer of the 
stomach. 
* * * 


Many pills are coated with a 


substance known as "polymer. "" 


Dr. Gilbert S. Banker, of 


Purdue University, uses such a 
coating to control with accuracy 
the amount of acid in the 
stomach. This substance can 
keep antacids in the stomach 
and thus control acidity. 


The great value of this tech- 


nique will be for people who 
have ulcers of the stomach. The 
concentration of acid in -this 
condition 
is 
vital 
for the 


alleviation of symptoms for its 
control and cure. 


Maternity patients and some 


surgical patients are being 
given a pleasant tasting, pink 


colored antacid. 


This reduces the amount of 


acid 
in the 
stomach 
and 


prevents the 
possibility of 


inhaling stomach contents dur- 
ing anesthesia. 


The result is that fewer pa- 


tients have developed infections 
of 
the 
lung 
known 
as 


"pneumonitis." 


Dr. R. Bryan Roberts and Dr. 


Michael A. Shirley are using 
this technique, which for years 
has been enthusiastically tried 
in England. 


• It is believed that the antacid 
drink may be used in many 
more types of surgery to further 
reduce 
complications 
after 


operations.

. Public Health drew up the plan 


along with the U.S. Food and 
• Drug Administration and the 
TCenter for Disease Control at 
^Atlanta, a health department 
spokesman said. • 


* • the proposed study would run 


f at least five years and involve 
13,M members of farm families 
i repeatedly exposed to PBB: 
: 2,800 members of farm families 
.' who regularly received meat 
, and dairy products from farms 


with contaminated animals, and 
2.998 members of farm families 
with no known exposure to PBB. 


Persons in these three groups 


would be screened once a year 
or rriore.^the spokesman said. 
Any children born Jo exposed 
families would receive complete 
physical exams and genetic 
screening. The department 
would issue an annual summary 
of results. 


PBB, a toxic fire retardant. 


was mixed accidentally with 
cattle feed in 1973. Since then 
thousands of cattle who ate the 
feed have been destroyed. 
Numerous farm families who 
slaughtered their own food. 


drank milk from their own cows 
•or ate eggs from their own 
chickens may have been ex- 
posed to the chemical that way. 
heaUh officials say. 


They- say that so far they have 


not observed a pattern of illness 
that can be linked with human 
exposure to HBB. 


"However, because there has 


been no' previous occurrence of 
known ingest ion of PBB by 


humans, it is impossible 
t<> 


predict with any-degree of cer- 
tainty what may develop. The 
tfuestion. therefore, arises that 
some exposed persons might 
develop delayed or chronic ilj- 
ness in future years." the 
spokesman said. 


The department 
also an- 


nounced that Dr. Jflhn Isbister. 
chief of its Bureau of Com- 
munity Healths-ill be visiting 
areas of the state that had heavy 


exposure to PBB-contaminated 
products this week. 


Tuesday he will be at the 


Community 
Building 
in 


Fremont in Newaygo County, 
the Morley Stanwood high 
SchooHn Mecosta County and 
the McBain High School in Mis- 
saukee County. Wednesay he 
will be at the Antrim County 
Courthouse. 


Purpose of the visits is to talk 


with 
individuals 
concerned 


because of their exposure to 
PBB. the department said. 


The health department said 


its staff is working directly with 
physicians and local health 
departments where most PBB. 
exposures occured. 


Isbister said the department 


is continuing to accept from 
private physicians blood and fat 
tissue for lab analysis of possi- 
ble PBB.

GRAND RAPIDS. Mich. (AP) - Thirteen meat packers in 


western Michigan are refusing to accept meat containing any 
trace of a fire retardant chemical. 


"Our purpose is to restore the confidence of the consumer in 


Michigan beef." said Orie VanderBoon. operator of Ada Beef Co. 
in suburban Ada. 


But .VanderBoon insisted none of the packers signing the 


agreement Thursday meant to imply lack or confidence in state 
standards allowing sale of beef containing .3 parts per million of 
polybrominated biphenyl (PBB). 


"It's obvious that consumers aren't conviced that such meat is 


safe," VanderBoon said. "I personally don't feel that any evidence 
has been presented that it isn't but that isn't the point." 


He added the packers "are being requested by retailers 


specifically to supply either western grown beef or to offer written 
assurance that the Michigan beef is free of PBB.". 


The agreement bans accepting any livestock from farms or 


feedlots receiving feed from Michigan Farm Bureau Services 
during the time contaminated feed was-delivered nearly two years 
ago "unless these cattle are submitted to an authorized test and 
receive a clean health certificate. " 


A mixup in the early summer of 1973 is blamed for putting PBB 


into feed delivered by the Farm Bureau Services. 


VanderBoon said the packers also are asking retailers not to 


advertise they sell only western beef. There have been instances of 
such ads in the Grand Rapids area recently. 


"It's a shame.cThe fanner is getting the brunt of this thing but 


it's going to be worse if we don't win back the confidence of the 
consumer." VanderBoon said pf the situation. 


But Milton Brown of Mount Pleasant, chairman of the state's 


Beef Industry Commission, said the controversy over PBB could 
ruin Michigan's cattle industry. Brown also is chairman of the 
state's lergest livestock marketing organization.

and 
spying on 


American citizens. 


While working for Pratt & 


Whitney at West Palm Beach. 
Fla.. from 1962 to 1971, James 
traveled 
to 
international 


conferences where he mingled 
with 
Soviet 
scientists 
and 


reported regularly to the CIA, 
lie says. 


He says his work earned him 


letters of commendation from 
the Air Force, from the CIA and 
from his employers. He was 
fired in October 1971 for what 
Pratt & Whitney called violation 
of company regulations. 


He has filed a $6.2-mulion suit 


against his former employer, a 
division of United Aircraft Corp. 
It alleges thai Pratt & Whitney 
and the Foreign Technology 
Division conspired to prevent 
Mm from writing his book in 
violation of his constitutional 
rights. 


The book is being published 


by Arlington House. The formal 
publication date is April 4. but 
the book is now on sale in 
Washington stores. 


James says that his main 


purpose in writing the book was 
to alert the American people 
and to spur Congress into con- 
ducting a thorough investiga- 
tion of the Air Force unit, based 
at Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base near Dayton. Ohio. 


Sen. William Proxmire, D- 


Wis., a year ago called for 
abolition of the Foreign Tech- 
nology Division, and the Pen- 
tagon says Secretary of Defense 
James R. Schlesinger has cur- 
- tailed its activities. 


James made many of the 


same accusations in a series of 
articles he wrote for the Palm 
Beach, Fla., Post in late 1973, 
and the Air Force then inves- 
tigated the division at Prox- 
mire's request. 


"These interviews support 


Mr. James' facts insofar as 
dates of international meetings, 
identities of FTD attendees, 
etc., are concerned," the Air 
Force wrote Proxmire. > 


"The interviews do not. 


however, appear to substantiate 
his allegations against FTD of 
improper administrative con- 
duct, intelligence collection 
malpractice, threats or harass- 
ment." 


Specifically, the Air Force 


said, it found no support for a 
contention by James that there 
was a conspiracy to threaten 
him and his wife in Brussels in 
September 1971. 


In the book. James says that 


an agent of the division told him 
and his wife: "If Uncle Sam 
tells me to do a job, then by God 


I'm going to do that job, and 
nothing will stand in my way. 
And I can say that 1 have friends 
in the Mafia who can arrange an 
automobile accident. I'd be 
asked questions later, and I'd 
have a few difficulties, but they 
would be answered, and that 
would be the end of it." 


James writes that on the next 


day he and his wife were 
followed by suspicious-looking 
persons who lie believes had 
designs on his life, but that they 
managed to get home safely by 
taking refuge in the U.S. em- 
bassv.

Judge Fox Rules 
Nixon's Pardon 
'Constitutional'

GRAND RAPIDS. Mich. (AP) 


— A federal judge sitting in 
President Ford's hometown 
ruled Friday that Ford's pardon 
of former President Nixon was 
constitutional. 


U.S. District Judge Noel Fox 


also said Nixon was a "putative 
rebel leader" whose adminis- 
tration was engaged in "an in- 
surrection and rebellion against 
constitutional government it- 
self." 


Because Nixon and his aides 


were in "rebellion" and U.S. 
Supreme Court decisions give 
the president vast leeway in 
handing out pardons, Fox said. 
Ford's pardon was not only 
constitutional, but a "prudent 
public policy judgement." 


The ruling was in response to 


a suit filed by Marquette attor- 
ney F. George Murphy urging 
the judge to declare last fall's 
pardoning of Nixon void and 
unconstitutional. 


Fox said his decision was 


based in part on Federalist 
Paper No. 7-1, an article Ale- 
xander Hamilton wrote in 178S 
in support of the then proposed 
U.S. Constitution. 


Hamilton argued in"the paper 


that the president's pardoning 
power should be unrestricted 
because "in seasons of in- 
surrection or rebellion, there 
are often critical moments when 
a well-timed offer of a pardon to 
the insurgents or rebels may 
restore the tranquility of the 
commonwealth."

MOUNT HOLLY, N.J. (AP) 


- "Kill him! Kill him! shouted 
a crowd of onlookers as police 
drasKcd a bleeding man from a 
three-story home from which a 
sniper had opened fire, killing 
two policemen and critically 
wounding a third. 


James 
Carhart, 
22 -and 


unemployed, was arrested after 
police shot their way into the 
house in this working class 
suburb across the Delaware 
River from Philadelphia follow- 
ing a three-hour siege. 


Carhart was hospitalized with 


a shotgun wound in the right 
hip. Doctors said he was in 


serious condition.

Kiigene Stafford after Carhart 
was pulled into a police car 
Friday night. Stafford said he 
would s<>ek murder charges 
against Carhart. 


"We had to fire shots through

Police said they didn't know 


\vhat prompted the shooting. 


Witnesses said the Siege

Carhart stood in front of his 
house and fired a series of stray 


shots with a handgun. A passing 
motorist summoned police. 


Stafford said two officers 


arrived and one was shot down 
on the pavement. While the 
second officer took cover, a 
third officer wa's shot as he 
emerged from his ear. 


"\Ve saw the cops laying in 


the street," said Judy Jobes, 13. 
a neighbor. "One of the officers 
was looking up at me. 1 just 
knew he was dead." 


Another 
neighbor, 
Ralph 


Carty, 37. said of the sniper, 
"He was looking out the window 
like an idiot. Then it sounded 
like a war. 


. Police sprayed rifle and shot- 
gun fire onto the house while 
.other officers retrieved the 
bodies of the slain men. Shots 
were exchanged for three hours 
until more than 100 policemen, 
under the cover of gunfire, 
raced into the house and up to 
the third floor. 


Shooting erupted inside the 


house. Screaming was heard 
and within minutes Carhart was 
dragged to the sidewalk amid 


. the snouts of onlookers. 


Stafford told newsmen later 


that more than a dozen weapons 
were removed from the build-

Arkansas Tornado Kills 5, Injures 60 


WARREN. Ark. (AP) - National Guardsmen pa- 


trolled debris-strewn streets today to prevent looting 
following a tornado that authorities said killed five 
persons and injured about 60 others. Lt. Col. Jerry 
Richardson of the Arkansas National Guard said three 
city blocks sustained extensive property damage from 
the twister Friday night. He said the city had been 
scaled off by guardsmen. 


Electricity was out and telephone service was 


sporadic early'today. A State Police communications 
unit had been dispatched and Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. was operating on battery power await- 
ing the arrival of an emergency generator from Little 
Rock. The YMCA and National Guard armory were 
opened to provide shelter for the homeless. 


Deputy Coroner Robert Gatewood identified one of 


the dead as Ellis Clanton, a mill employe at the 
Potlatch Co. lumber products plant which was 
Jamaged extensively. The other victims were not im- 
mediately identified. The sound of the tornado's 
approach held a special terror for older Warren 
residents. On Jan. 3, 1949, a tornado hit Warren, 
killing 55 persons. 


Friday night's twister struck first about two miles 


west of Warren, destroying a farm implement 
dealership. It then skipped into the southern part of 
town, dropping down for about a third of a mile. Joe 
Taslor, who was visiting at the home of Jane Atkins, 
said the house "just disintegrated" as the occupants 
watched. 


Next door to the Atkins home, a two-story frame 


house that had been converted into apartments 
burned. No fire injuries were reported. The cause of 
the fire was unknown. Mayor John Frazier of Warren 
said he was asleep when the tornado struck; He said, 
that when his wife woke him he ran into his patio and 
watched the storm destroy a restaurant about 100 
yards away. 


Capt. Bill Lawson of the state military department 


said there were reports of several fires in the city after 
the storm hit the city of 6,500.116 said he did not know 
if the fires had been caused by downed power lines or 
lightning. Another twister struck south of El Dorado- 
near the Louisiana line earlier in the evening, ripping, 
the roofs from some houses, but there were no reports 
of injuries.

the South Vietnamese army's 
1st Corps .headquarters in Da 
Nang was lost before dawn but 
resumed several hours later. He 
gave no explanation. 


Hien said Lt. Gen. Ngo Quang 


Truong, commander of the 1st 
Corps, was still in Da Nang and 
that evacuation of refugees by 
sea was continuing. 


He said that North Viet- 


namese troops operating out- 
side the city were locked in 
fighting with South Vietnamese 
infantry and marine units and 
had hoped to'attack the city it- 
self. He added the North Viet- 
namese could have attacked Da 
Nang proper if their infiltrators 
had been successful in creating 
what Hien termed serious 
disorders. 


Western sources said more 


than 300 Americans had been 
evacuated from Da Nang and 
the U.S. Consulate shut down. 
They added, however, that the 
consul general, Al Francis, and 
two or three other members of 
the staff remained in Da Nang 
but were safe. 


The Viet Cong delegation in 


Saigon also claimed that its 
forces were attacking Qui Nhon, 
South Vietnam's third largest 
city about 175 miles southeast of 
Da Nang. The delegation did not 
say how close the Viet Cong 
forces were to the city, which is 
an important port with a 
population of about 200,000. 
Earlier in the week, North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
forces overran a district capital 
and a base camp 40 miles north 
of Qui Nhon. 


A U.S. spokesman in Saigon 


said the United States would 
begin an emergency airlift of 
medical and military supplies to 
South Vietnam. ' 


Meanwhile, a U.S.-sponsored 


airlift of food and ammunition 
resumed to Phnom Penh, the 
capital of Cambodia under 'at- 
tack-by Communist-led rebels. 


Military sources said rebel

Penh overnight, but there was 
no sign that the capital was 
under sustained attack or in 
immediate danger. 


The Viet Cong, which has had

from Milliken may ™t be their 
idea of property tax relief. 


Milliken agrecdj in exchange 


for the tax bill, to reach a "mu- 
tually . acceptable" means of 
reducing, property taxes' by 
placing on the 1976 ballot a con- 
stitutional lid on school operat- 
ing millages. But that means 
the state would have to pick up 
the added cost — presumably 
through a major increase in the 
income tax. 


And, as one Democrat pointed 


out, voters often don't like shift 
of taxes, just outright reduc- 
tions. It may be a more equita- 
ble method, but- a similar 
proposal was defeated in 1972.' 


In short, property tax relief 


would be a long time in coming, 
would depend on the people 
themselves approving it, and 
would cost taxpayers in another 
area. 


The concession pales further 


when, as somelegislators said, 
the possibility looms that the 
property tax issue might have 
made it to the ballot with or 
without Milliken's support. 


And since the governor had 


supported the 1972 proposal, 
and might have supported this 
one anyway, according to an 
aide, he didn't give up much 
except to commit his office to 
early discussion — and only 
discussion. 


Milliken also agreed to roll 


back the income tax increase 
from 4.6 per cnt'to 4.4 per 9ent 
in two years. Except for'its 
publicity value, that is next to 
meaningless, given the fact the 
tax rate can be changed at any 
time — and many feel continued 
revenue shortages will force 
exactly that. 


Lawmakers'pointed out that 


the.whole-package is tied to the 
economic situation, the state's 
revenue, txation and spending 
programs, and thus is subject to 
change. 


Meanwhile, Democrats tost on 


two other issues they couldn't 
get Milliken to agree to a ballot 
proposal to lift the constitu- 
tional ban on a graduated in- 
come tax — and that may be 
tough to get on the ballot, given 


• the partisan split on the issue 


And they agreed to hold off on 


rolling back the tax credit on 
business inventories, a proposal 
to'come up with money that 
MUIikeri opposes.' 


When asked if Democratic 


. leaders boasted of the conces- 


sions wrung from Milliken in a 
caucus prior to the vote on the 


. tax bill, a member laughed: 


"You can't fool other poli- 
ticians." 


"What did he give up?" he 


asked. "It was a lot of facesav- 
ing. We're giving the governor 
what he wants. He made a 
moral commitment to discuss 
the idea and that's nice, but we 
all agree something should be 
done about property taxes." 


"Bowman had the governor

Also, 
if this can be done, what kind of 
glue should be used? 


A. — Yes. the new laminated 


plastic can be bonded to the old. 
It is important that the old sur- 
face be sanded down to remove 
any gloss. When this has been 
done, cart-fully wipe — or better 
yet, vacuum — the old plastic to 
get rid of any pieces of grit.- You 
should use contact cement, be- 
ing very careful to follow the 
directions on the container on 
how long to wait after applying 
the adhesive. Since this type of 
cement bonds instantly, be sure 
you have the new piece of 
laminated plastic positioned 
exactly right before placing it 
on the old surface. 


Q. — We have a mortise-type 


lock in one of our doors that is 
not working smoothly because 
the inside seems to have been 
clogged with dirt and grease. 
What's the best way to clean it? 


A. — Wash it in gasoline, but 


by all means be sure to do it 
outside the house. The lock set 
can be removed by taking out 
the screws in the edge of the 
door after first taking out the 
knob and spindle. After the lock 
has been cleaned and allowed to 
dry. insert a little very thin 
grease into the mechanism and 
replace it in the door.

Solar Heat Proves Useful 


By ANDY LANG

A column sometime ago on 


the use of solar energy in 
private homes generated such 
interest that I decided to do 
even more research on the 
subject. 


In the course of my inves- 


tigation, I fcas directed to a 
house in Connecticut on the 
shore of Long Island that ac- 
tually utilizes solar energy. It 
is a three-bedroom, contem- 
porary-style house with 1,900 
squa're feet of living area. 


A quick glance at the house- 


offered 
immediate 
evidence 


that solar technology need not 
result in sterile design. The 
cedar siding and geometric 
shape of the house serve to 
harmonize the exterior with the 
surrounding elements of sand, 
sea and sky. The extensive use 
of both operating and fixed 
windows facing south affords 


expansive views of the water 
and plenty of natural light and 
ventilation. 


About 55 per cent of the 


home's heating requirements 
are supplied by solar panels 
arranged in three rows on the 
roof. Even though local zoning 
regulations limited the height 
of solar panels, its owner ex- 
pects that the panels which 
cover about 20 percent of the 
home's living area, will enable 
fuel savings to return his in- 
vestment in solar technology in 
less than 10 years. 


The solar collectors face 


south at an angle of about 57 
degrees. They consist of flat 
copper plates .coated with a 
selective surface to absorb the 
sun's heat. Insulation has been 
installed behind the plates. 
Transparent glass covers the 
plates to prevent heat from 
escaping. 


The solar heated plates warm

a solution of water and an- 
tifreeze 
circulating through a 


network of copper tubes at- 


• tached to the plates. 


These tubes carry the heated 


solution to a 2,000-gallon water 
tank in the basement where-the 
heat is stored for overnight use 
and for as long as three days of 
cloudy weather.

To Save Water

Billions of gallons of water 


are going down the drain 
literally and figuratively every 
day. 


The considerable percentage 


of it that is wasted adds to the 
worries of conservation experts 
— whn iwint out that the supply 
of 
potable 
water 
is 
not 


inexhaustible — and raises 
water bills everywhere. 


There are many ways to save 


water. Most of them we know, 
but too often we overlook them 
simply because we don't make 
the mental effort necessary to 
take action. And sometimes \ve 
take what we think is a water- 
saving step, but really isn't. 


Placing a brick in a toilet tank 


is a much-discussed method of 
using less water when flushing, 
but it really isn't very practical. 
Most conventional toilet units 
require a certain amount of 
water (five gallons or more) for 
proper flushing. Reduce that 
amount and you reduce ef- 
ficiency, sometimes resulting in 
a second flushing and the use of 
more water rather than less. 
There are some new toilet units 
that work well with only three 
and a half gallons of water. 


What are some of the tech- 


niques for conserving water? 
James Sledge, president of a 
major plumbing products com- 
pany (Borg-Warner), came up 
with this list: 


I. Repair or replace dripping 


faucets, leaking toilets. 


'I. Don't run drinking water 


until it gets very cold. Keep a 
container in the refrigerator. 


3. Water lawns and gardens 


only when really necessary. 


4. Use a glass of water instead 


of running the faucet when 
brushing your teeth. 


5. Reduce showering time; 


lower tub bath water level by 
one inch. 


6. Wash dishes or laundry 


only when you have accumulat- 
ed a full load. 


7. Wash your car in the shade 


with the water turned low, and 
shut the hose off when you're 
not using it. 


8. When possible or neces- 


sary, install up-to-date water- 
saver toilets. 


9. Don't shave with running 


water. 


10. Rinse the dishes in the 


sink compartment, not under 
the faucet. 


11. Sweep, rather than hose 


down, driveways.

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Damman i Early-Week features 
Has His 
Sights 
Set High 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - Lt. 


Gov. James Damman said 
Friday he would like to be 
gt'.ernor or hold higher political 
office some day if he gets a 
chance. 


"If I hadn't given a lot of 


thought to being governor, 1 
would 
not 
have 
become 


lieutenant'governor. I think I 
could handle the job," Damman 
said after an interview on 
WKAR-TV in East Lansing. 


Damman was cleared by the 


attorney general's office of 
criminal involvement in land 
speculation while serving as a 
Troy city official in the late 
1960s. But the investigative 
report showed his secret land 
investments increased in value 
because of his votes while he 
was a Troy city commissioner. 


After Kelley issued his report, 


Milliken talked briefly with 
Damman by phone. Damman 
said Milliken suggested only 
"I'll not gloat over the results of 
the report." 


Ally. Gen. Frank Kelley ac- 


cused 
Damman and 
other 


members of the firm of "willful 
secrecy" in conducting the 
meetings and registering the 
firm outside of Oakland County, 
where all the members lived 
and bought property. 


That interpretation was in- 


correct, said Damman, "at least 
in terms of the connotation that 
suggests some dark motive." 


Asked if he would set his 


sights on Congress, the U.S. 
House or even the presidency," 
Damman said. "If additional 
opportunities should present 
themselves, I would think very 
seriously about them." 


He said, "the jury is still out" 


as far as the damage done to his 
political career by the accusa- 
tions of wrongdoing and the 
nearly five-month-long inves- 
tigation by Atty. Gen. Frank 
Kelley. 


"My future will depend lar- 


gely on the record of the next 
four years and on my record of 
public service the past four 
years as a state representa- 
tive," Damman said. 


Damman said earlier this 


week after he had been cleared 
of any criminal liability in land 
speculation while a Troy city 
official, that he will have a 
"substantial" part to play in the 
administration of Gov. William 
Milliken. 


Asked about his political fu- 


ture, Damman replied, "What 
was it former Lt. Gov. James 
Brickley said?" 


Brickley, now president of 


Eastern Michigan University, 
once said "No boy dreams of 
growing up to be lieutenant 
governor." 


The attorney general's inves- 


tigation arose from accusations 
in the Detroit Free Press just 
before last November's election 
that Damman voted as a Troy 
official on matters in which he 
stood to make a personal profit. 


Damman made his remarks 


in an interview on Public 
Television Service taped for 
broadcast at a later time. 


He said the refusal of nine of 


the 12 partners in Lincoln & Co. 
to talk with attorney general's 
investigators may have been a 
pivotal point that affects his fu- 
ture political career. 


He said "I encouraged my 


former partners" to cooperate, 
but they refused "for reasons of 
their own."

Dolinger predicted that any 


final solution may be some time 
off, noting that the Ann Aror 
railroad filed for abandonment 
of part of its lines three years 
ago, with no final disposition yet 
determined. 
Plasczak said abandonment of 
the line would directly effect 27 
area plants and at least 900 
workers. He called abandon- 
ment a challenge to the com- 
munity's chances of continued 
self-sufficiency. 


He likened losing the railroad 


as being a situation worse than 
having a tornado strike Paw 
Paw. 


"If a tornado struck . at least 


there would be a chance to 
rebuild." he said. "If we lose 
the railroad, there will be 
nothing to rebuild upon." 


Plasczak said that some area

Why was I riot 
told that it had failed? 


A. Your story does not credit 


for persistence. But I am afraid 
the net result is going to be" 
pretty much the same as that of 
a lot of other investors who ;»ok 
wild chances in flimsy new 
companies. 


Of course you should'have 


been told when the company 
went into the courts. Your only 
options now are either to sit 
back and hope for some salvage 
or hire a corporate lawyer and 
fight. 


I repeat, you have'done all 


that you could. It all goes to 
prove that all investing involves 
some degree of risk and that the 
mad rush to buy stocks a few 
years ago was little more than 
mass hysteria.

WHEREAS, 
the 
Berrien 


County Drain Commissioner has 
been designated the county en- 
forcing agency for this Act by 
resolution of this Board dated 
May 16,1974, and 


WHEREAS, the Soil Erosion 


and 
Sedimentation 
Review 


Board has been created to es- 
tablish policy and procedure, 
and granting permits within 
Berrien County, and 


WHEREAS, there is need to 


establish procedures for the ad- 
ministration and enforcement of 
the Act and General Rules at the 
county level, and a schedule of 
fees, 


NOW THEREFORE IT BE 


RESOLVED that the following 
rules and procedures be adopt- 
ed for the administration and 
enforcement 
of the 
"Soil 


Erosion 
and Sedimentation 


Control Act of 1972" in Berrien 
County. 
SECTION I: 


The provisions of Act 347, 


Public Acts of 1972, being 
MCLA 282.101 et seq., and the 
General Rules of the Water 
Resources Commission adopted 
pursuant thereto, copies of 
which are attached, are hereby 
adopted by reference and made 
a part hereof. 
SECTION II: Jurisdiction. 


The county enforcing agency 


shall 
have 
jurisdiction 


throughout Berrien County in 
the administration and en- 
forcement of the Sedimentation 
and Soil Erosion Control Act, 
the General Rules, and the 
procedures established by this 
resolution, except within a city, 
village, or chartered township 
that has in effect an ordinance 
conforming to the minimum 
requirements of Act 347, and 
except with regard to land uses 
of an authorised public agency 
which are approved by the 
Water Resources Commission of 
the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources. 
SECTION 
III: 
Permit 


Requirements. 


Prior to commencement of 


any earth change described in 
Act 347 or the General Rules, a 
land owner or developer who 
contracts for, allows, or engages 
in any such earth change within 
Berrien County shall obtain a 
permit from the county enforc- 
ing agency. 
SECTION IV: Application for 
permit. 


An application for a county 


prescribed permit shall be sub- 
mitted to the county enforcing 
agency by a person proposing to 
undertake the earth change. In 
case of land development, the 
application shall be submitted 
by the land owner, land 
developer, or in his absence an 
agent authorized by the land 
owner 
or 
developer. 
The 


application shall be accom- 
panied by an approved soil 
erosion and sedimentation con- 
trol plan, and any other 
documents which the county 
enforcing agency may require. 
A county prescribed application 
form shall be-provided to the 
applicant by the county enforc- 
ing agency. 
SECTION V: Soil Erosion and 
Sedimentation Control Plan 
requirements. 


The soil erosion and sedimen- 


tation control pian referred to in 
Section IV shall be designed to 
effectively reduce accelerated 
soil erosion and sedimentation, 
and shall identify factors which 
may contribute to soil erosion or 
sedimentation or both. The plan 
shall include but not be limited 
to the following, unless other 
information is required by the 
county enforcing agency: 


(a) A map or maps at a scale 


of not more than 200 feet to the 
inch, or as otherwise deter- 
mined by the county enforcing 
agency, including a 
legal 


description and site location 
sketch 
which 
include the 


proximity of any proposed earth 
change to lakes or streams, or 
both; predominent land fea- 
tures; and contour intervals or 


slope description. 


(b) A soli survey or a written 


description of the soil types of 
the exposed land area, con- 
templated fcr the earth change. 


(c) Details for proposed earth 


changes including: 


(i) A description and location 


of the physical limits of each 
proposed earth change. 


(ii) A description and the 


location of all existing and 
proposed on-site drainage facil- 
ties. 


(iii) The tuning and sequence 


of each proposed earth change. 


(iv) A description and loca- 


tion of all proposed temporary 
soil erosion control measures. 


(v) A description of the loca- 


tion of all proposed permanent 
soil erosion control measures. 


(ri) A program proposal for 


the continued maintenance of 
all permanent soil erosion 
facilities which remain after 
project completion, including 
the designation of the person 
responsible 
for 
such 


maintenance. 
SECTION VI: Soil conservation 
district 
standards 
and 


specifications. 


Current local soil conserva- 


tion district soil erosion and 
sedimentation control standards 
and specifications or revisions 
thereof, as approved by the Soil 
Erosion and Sedimentation 
Review Board, shall be incor- 
porated into the soil erosion and 
sedimentation control plan, and 
shall be followed and utilized 
through-out the earth change. 
SECTION VII: Review of soil 
erosion and sedimentation con- 
trol plan and Permit applica- 
tion. 


1. The soil erosion and 


sedimentation control plan shall 
be renewed and approved prior 
to issuance of a permit by a 
person designated by the Soil 
Erosion Sedimentation Review 
Board who is trained and 
experienced in soil erosion and 
sedimentation control methods 
and techniques. 


2. The county enforcing 


agency 
shall 
approve, 


disapprove or require modifica- 
tion of an application for an 
earth change permit within fif- 
teen (15) calendar days follow- 
ing receipt of the application. 
Notification of approval shall be 
made by certified mail. If- 
disapproved, 
the enforcing 


agency 
shall 
advise 
the 


applicant by certified mail ofits 
reasons for disapproval and 
conditions 
required 
for 


approval. 
Notification 
of 


approval of disapproval by mail 
is not necessary if the applicant 
is given, in person, written 
approval or disapproval of the 
application. A permit given to 
the applicant in person or by 
mail shall constitute approval. 


3. A county prescribed permit 


shall be used by the county en- 
forcing agency and shall include 
any additional provision which 
may be required by the county 
enforcing agency. The permit 
shall be available on the site of 
the earth change for inspection. 


4. Upon determining that a 


permit application meets all 
requirements of these rules. Act 
347, and General Rules, the en- 
forcing agency shall issue a 
permit for the proposed earth 
change.

Appeals from permit denials, 


or conditions made precedent to 
the granting of a permit, shall 
be made to the Soil Erosion and 
Sedimentation Review Board.

Roper says, the ever- 
present cigarette dangling from 
his lip. 


He hit Saginaw in January 


after the BCM Co. of Dallas 


heard there was an old Grum- 
man HU16B Albatross that 
might be worth Roper's special 
skills. 


The lumbering seaplane sat 


for three years at the Michigan 
Military and Air Museum. But 
the museum venture went 
bankrupt and the useless old 
plane seemed headed for the 
scrapheap.

Smoking Restrictions Urged 


The Michigan Lung Association is pushing 


for the passage of three bills in the Michigan 
legislature which call for a ban on smoking in 
public meetings and the designation of 
special nonsmoking areas in hospitals and 
restaurants, according to Robert Hen- 
dershott, the association's regional director. 


The Lung Association is also looking for 


opinions of Southwestern Michigan residents 
on the three bills, Hendershott said. 


The three bills, introduced by Rep. Michael 


H. Conlin (R-Jackson), have been forwarded 
with the support of the recently-organized 
Rights of the Nonsmoker committee, a 
voluntary group of the Michigan Lung As- 


sociation. Hendershotl said the Lung As- 
sociation is also looking for Southwestern 
Michigan residents interested in forming an 
area Rights of Nonsmokers club. 


House Bill 4452 would prohibit smoking in 


public meetings. House Bill 4453 would res- 
trict smoking in hospitals to designated 
smoking areas, and House Bill 4454 would 
require that any food service establishment 


• with seating over 50 would-have to have 


special areas for nonsmokers. 


People interested in providing.opinions or 


obtaining information on the bills should 
contact the Southwest region of the Michigan 
Lung Association, Box 649, Kalamazoo.

17 passengers. 


"It's just perfect for oil 


exploration," Roper says, una- 
ble to surpress a grin and a 
wink. "It'll sell for a ton." 


Roper makes no bones about 


loving his rusting old airplanes. 


In the 1950's his search took 


him to South Africa where he 
fixed up 35 planes, working .five 
months a year for three years. 
In Vulcan. Alberta, he once 
rescued 17 planes with using 
just two engines. 


"I'd fly one down to San An- 


tonio," he says, "take the en- 
gines off, truck 'em back to 
Canada, put "em on another 
plane and keep doing it." 


Roper has flown just about 


everything with wings. He 
piloted spotter planes for the 
Army Air Corps in World War 
II, returned to military duty 
during the Korean War and has 
flown crop dusters from Nova 
Scotia to Nicaragua. 


But lately he's just traveled 


the world in search of decrepit 
planes. And everywhere he 
goes, the stories get told. ' . 


"Safest thing in the world," 


lie likes to say, "was flying my 
spotter plane in World War II. 
I'd take my spotter up and 
everyone would stop shooting 
'cause they didn't want to give 
away their position. 


"Only one.<man in my outfit' 


got shot, and he got caught 
stealing 
a 
piano .from - a 


farmhouse in France while the 
Germans were coming. 


"I went back and stole the 


piano myself ... we had a ball."

A 


ita Bryant has always been re- 
garded as an oddity by those 
who watched her stare into the 


face of superstardom, then turn and 
walk away without a backward glance. 
How could she, at }he height of her re- 
cording success, answer an emphatic 
"No!" to the extravagant money of- 
fered by nightclubs? Few could under- 
stand why Anita Bryant truly felt the 
money was meaningless when mea- 
sured against the values she shared with 
her husband and manager, Bob Green. 


Neither Anita nor her husband 


smoked, drank or gambled, and the 
atmosphere in nightclubs conflicted 
with many of their religious beliefs. 
And so did the environments of New 
York and Los Angeles, which the 
Greens left so they could live in Miami 
Beach, the city where Green had been 
a well-known radio personality. 


In retrospect, one could borrow that 


title of the Sinatra song and say Anita 
Bryant did it "my way." She doesn't 
agree, however. "It was not my way 
but that of God. Left to my own de- 
vices, my selfish needs would have 
wrecked my marriage and family. I 
have always been the ambitious one— 
not Bob, as many who know us think. 
Since the age of eight, when I first 
dedicated my life to Jesus Christ, I 
also became dedicated to reaching star- 
dom. Over the years, those two dedi- 
cations frequently came into conflict. 
You see, since high school, I have al- 
ways known I could be a Broadway 
star. But I learned the hard way that 
Broadway was my 
ambition, 
not 


God's." 


"The hard way" took her to stock 


companies throughout the U.S., where 
she found all her energies absorbed by 
the roles she was playing. "Nothing 
was left over for Bob and the children. 
Even when I was with them, I'd be 
detached. Bob resented this, and right- 
fully so. There were numerous argu- 
ments, and suddenly a divorce loomed 
as large as my name in lights on Broad- 
way. A choice had to be made—mar- 
riage or Broadway stardom. 


"I am not a simple person, although 


it is thought by many that I am," says 
Anita. "To have reached this time in 
my life where joy is often overwhelm- 
ing is the result of having worked

a Broadway star. But I learned the hard way 
that Broadway was my ambition, not (Sod's." 


through years of conflict. It will sur- 
prise the many who think of me as 
one-dimensional to learn my life has 
not been spent in the warmth of the 
Florida Sunshine Tree.

I agonized over it! It was so hard to 
give up my ambitions when I was so 
close to realizing them." But through 
prayer, she explains, it was revealed 
to her the price she would pay for her 
dream. "Although I am many people, 
I am primarily a home person, a wife 
and mother. In discovering this, God 
lifted that ambition from me. I ac- 


cepted His will, and by doing so, be- 
ing Mrs. Bob Green and the mother 
of my children became the most im- 
portant aspect of my life. Almost 
immediately thereafter, happily, but 
not strangely if one believes in the way 
God works, I became spokeswoman 
for a TV ad campaign and that gave . 
me a nationwide recognition I might 
never have attained even as a Broad- 
way star. As I look, I see many such- 
examples of how God often said no to 
my selfish needs, as He had plans of 
His own for my life." 


Her motherhood she sees as part of 


God's plan too. Today, Anita has four 
children-Bobbie, 12; Gloria, 11; and 
the twins, Billy and Barbara, age six.

What Anita Bryant Believes 


Anita Bryant is aware that many who 


hear and witness her religious fervor,- 
her devout, even passionate belief in 
God, think of her as a fanatic or a reli- 
gious nut. "It bothered me once. No 
more. Then, I wanted to please both 
sides of the fence, the believers and the 
nonbelievers. Today, my main concern 
is to be in the will of God. I know who 
He is and I know who I am. Many of my 
religious beliefs are unpopular today, 
particularly with those who are seeking 
fulfillment as women. In our home, in my 
life, my husband is the spiritual leader. 
.That is how God ordained it. He insti- 
tuted the family unit and He placed the 
husband at its head with the wife as his 
helpmate. It Is clearly written in Ephe- 
sians 5:22-24: 
: 


'Wives, submit yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as unto the Lord. 
For the husband is head of the wife, • 
even as Christ is the head of the 
church: and he is the savior of the .

Therefore as the church is subject 
unto Christ, so let the wives be to their 
own husbands in every thing.'" 


' She takes strong issue with those who 
insist that one must give to oneself be- 
fore one can give to another.

have been as happy had they been 
raised in New York," she says, "they 
are such physical kids, so used to the 
outdoor living we Greens thrive on. 
We all play tennis. We all swim. But 
none of us poses any threat to Billie 
Jean King or Mark Spitz." 


She laughs. Years ago, before at- 


taining financial security, she was fre- 
quently forced to travel without her 
'children. Not today. No matter how 
short the trip, one child goes with her. 
"That has proven to be a marvelous 
experience both for us as parents and 
for the children. Traveling with only 
one instead of the four has given us a 
chance to know each other individu- 
ally, as people., and not as part of a 
clan. You can't cJose your cars to a 
child, or tell him to go out and play 
when you are in an airplane. You are 
forced to listen, and as you do, you 
learn about your child. When we're 
doing Florida citrus commercials, we 
do travel as an entire family and that, 
except for the packing, is delightful." 


Her children, although aware their

She looks at her children, their sun-

We must always 
be concerned, day-to-day, with what 
we give to them. And can we ever give 
enough?" She pauses and then as 
though answering: "I wouldn't want 
my children to follow me into show 


business. I would want to save them 
that pain. They, too, are deeply reli- 
gious and that creates great conflicts 
when you are a performer. Mine is not 
always a very Christian-like profession. 
But, if the Lord says that is to be their 
way, so be it. But my own dream is 
that one becomes a minister and one 
a missionary. Most of all, I want them 
happy, with themselves and with God.". 


There are real tears in her eyes and

Shortly after she relinquished her 
Broadway ambitions, she became preg- 
nant She interpreted that pregnancy 
as God's sign of the wisdom and joy 
in her decision to save her marriage 
and family. But in childbirth, she and 
the twin babies nearly died. In shock, 
she needed eight pints of blood to sur- 
vive the delivery. .Upon recovering, she 
was told the twins probably wouldn't 
survive, and that if they miraculously 
did, they would undoubtedly suffer 
from some kind of brain damage. She 
lapsed into deep despair. 


"There had been other times in my 


life—like when I was experiencing 
difficulties in .my marriage and in 
other human relationships—that I felt 
strongly tempted to sever with God. 
But something made me hang on. Will 
my uncertain faith surprise the many 


who have always thought me so 'sure'? 
I'm sure it will. If the truth be known, 
my faith has been far from perfect 
There have been times—like when the 
twins hovered between life and death 
and I found myself, so deeply an- 
guished, unable to sing-that I felt God 
had failed me. 


"But that truly was not the. case," 


she continues. "Actually, the crises in 
my life were caused by God. He was 
trying to get my attention, forcing me 
to look at my life and at who and what 
I was. Both the twins and I survived. 
The doctors called their complete re- 
covery a miracle. They are healthy, 
beautiful and normal children, and 
when I see their blond beauty, I see 
that the rough spots in my life were 
caused by God to polish me for His 
use. As a Christian, I believe the pur- 
pose of life is to find God's way—and 
not our own, for His way is so much 
better than my own. And what a diffi- 
cult lesson that has been to learn for a 
stubborn lady like me! But today, I 
know and understand that being a 
Christian doesn't mean being removed 
from life but does mean that in the 
middle of life's discouragements, heart- 
aches and miseries, the Lord will be 
there and He will never leave you.

th the 1975 major-league season slated to get under way on 
vlonday, April 7, FAMILY WEEKLY asked eight major leaguers- 
^even active players and one (Ralph Kiner) recently elected to 


the Hall of Fame—to recall the people in baseball they admire the most. 


Not surprisingly, Hank Aaron was selected the "most admirable" by two 


players. Aaron, who begins a new career in the American League this 
season with the Milwaukee Brewers, after 21 seasons with the Braves in 
the National League, shattered Babe Ruth's record for lifetime home runs 
in 1974, when he hammered out 20 to close the season with 733 round 
trippers. Ruth had 714 in his illustrious career. 


As for Aaron himself, the 41-year-old star grouped several players on his 


list of "admirables." 


Here are the responses of Hank and the seven other great baseball stars: 


front of fans whcr treated me great when 
I was" there for 12 years with the Braves. 


"Three guys I admire are three who I 


feel have a chance to break my home- 
run record—Reggie Jackson of Oakland, 
Willie Starge]! of Pittsburgh and Mike 
Schmidt of Philadelphia. I'll he the first 
to cheer them on if they ever come close 
to the record, or if anyone else does. For 
someone to break the record, he'd have 
to average between 37-40 homers a year 
until he's 40 years old, and that makes 
it very tough. 


"One of the things I'm really looking 


forward to in the American League is 
facing Catfish Hunter. I respect anyone 
who commands $3.5 million! He must 


be doing something right. I want to see 
how he compares with the great Na-- 
tional League pitchers I've faced for the 
past 21 years. I have a feeling he'll com- 
pare pretty well. 


"While traveling around the country 


for Magnavox during the past off-season, 
I learned of the tragic accidental death 
of Don Wilson, the Houston Astros' 
pitcher. He was probably the toughest 
pitcher I ever faced. He had a fast ball 
that jammed me, and I never learned to 
hitjiim. I hit only one home run off him 
and that one came when he was just 
coming off a sore arm. He was a classy 
pitcher and a classy guy, and it's a shame 
he died so young; at 29." 


STEVE GARVEY 


The first baseman of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers led his team to the National 
League pennant in 1974 with a .312 aver- 
age, 200 hits, 21 home runs and 111 runs 
batted in. He was voted the Most Valuable 
Player In the league by the nation's sports- 
writers at the end of the year. 


'Two guys rank at the top of the list 


of players I've most admired. One is the 


late Gil Hodges, 
and the other is 
Pete Rose, Cincin- | 
nati's great outfield 
star. 


"I got a great 


chance-to know 
Hodges when I was 
a boy growing up | 
in Florida. My fa- 
ther drove the bus that took the Dodgers, 


who were then the Brooklyn Dodgers, to 
and from exhibition games in Vero 
Beach, which is still the Dodgers' spring- 
training camp. As I rode that bus, Gil 
Hodges became my idol. I was only 
seven or eight years old then, but every 
time Gil had a chance he'd play catch 
with me. He was looked up to by every 
player on the team because he was al- 
ways a gentleman—on and off the field. 
I've tried to be like him as far as my per- 


sonality is concerned—quiet, but strong 
and giving. 


"As far as Pete Rose is concerned, I 


admire him for some of the same rea- 
sons I admired Hodges. Guys like this 
create good publicity for baseball. Pete's 
tremendous energy and hustle on the 
field are great assets for the game. And 
he does everything well. He plays cleanly 
and fairly, and takes the game seriously. 
You have to admire a guy like that." 


RALPH GARR 


The Atlanta Braves' left fielder led the 
National League hitters in 1974 with a 
.353 average. He also led the majors with 
17 triples and finished third in the National 
League in total bases, an unusually high 
ranking for a man who doesn't hit many 
home runs; Ralph hit 11 last season. 


"I admire ballplayers who do the same 


things well that I do: hit the ball to all 


fields, run and hit 
for a high average. 
That's why I like 
Pete Rose 'and Joe 
Morgan of Cincin- 
nati, and also Rod 
Carew of Minne- 
sola. I think Rose | f| 
and Morgan are 
more like me than 
Carew. Rod places the ball more and 


doesn't get many extra base hits. He 
lines singles up the middle and gets on 
with bunts a lot But when you hit for 
the averages he does, you're making 
good contact an awful lot. 


"Rose loves to talk hitting with other 


good hitters. Whenever we play the Reds 
I make it a point to talk with him for a 
few minutes. We discuss how different 
pitchers around the league are doing and 
if they're throwing any new pitches. 


Watching the way Pete hustles keeps me 
hustling, I'll tell you that. 


"Anyone who's been a teammate of 


Hank Aaron since 1968, as I have, has 
to admire him a lot too. When I joined 
the Braves, I was a little shy about going 
over to talk to Hank, but we became 
kind of close over the years. You know 
you're never going to beat him out in 
anything, but having him there makes 
you try harder to get close."

: "Hank's career was just about over after the 
1946 season. He had been a great star for years 
with the Detroit Tigers, one of the top sluggers 
of all time. The Pirate? signed him for 1947 
after the Tigers released him, and the Pirate 
management shortened the fences in left field 
at old Forbes Field and called them 'Greenberg 
Gardens,' figuring Hank still could hit a few out 
there and bring the fans in. 


"Hank was pretty successful and popular that 


year too. But most of all he showed me what 
it took to' become a great ballplayer. Like a 
lot of young players who start off well in the 
majors, I-thought the game was easy. I thought 
I didn't need to work hard.' 


"But after practice one day, when I was 'all 


set to go out and enjoy myself, Hank suggested 
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I stay around and do some extra hitting with 
him. I did, and from then on, he and I took a 
lot of extra hitting together. He changed my 
whole approach. I had been content to stand 
back at the plate, but Hank got me to move up 
on top of it. I began to realize that I had to 
work hard to stay a good, consistent and ag- 
gressive hitter. 


"That 1947 season I started off slowly. I had

2. If you face a stressful situation— 
a dreaded ordeal or confrontation with 
someone who is a threat to you—there 
is a simple way to reduce the stress and 
relieve much of the wear and tear on 
your nerves. 
3. One of the best antidotes for stress 
is leisure. 
4. If a father is under stress when his 
child is conceived, it's likely to be a girl. 
5. How much stress a person can take 
in stride depends to a large extent on 
his sense of humor. 


ANSWERS 


1. False. A certain amount of stress is 
very desirable arid serves a useful and 
valuable purpose.-As one university 
psychologist observes after an exten- 
sive study, "Some stress is necessary to 
bring out the best in us; stress is only a 
problem when it gets too severe. And it 
should be remembered that stress can 
arise when life is too easy as well as 
when it is too hard." (In .fact, the pos; 


sibility that an easy life—relatively free 
from stresses and pressures—may short- 
en the life-span is strongly suggested 
by a study of over a thousand animals, 
which showed that those who were sub- 
jected to "cares and joys, setbacks and 
surprises of all kinds" lived longer and 
were more immune to illness than those 
who were kept under "ideal condi- 
tions.") - . • 
2. True. Psychological studies have 
demonstrated that "the presence of an- 
other person in a stressful situation re- 
duces stress, and the presence of a 
friend reduces stress more than the 
presence of a stranger." So if there is 
an ordeal coming up that you're not 
sure you are capable of facing, take a 
friend along as a stress-reducer. Or if 
you can't find a friend, a casual ac- 
quaintance will be better than nothing. 
3. True. But this doesn't mean idleness, 
doing nothing or simply "resting."'One 
human-behaviorial specialist defines lei- 


sure—the therapeutic variety—succinct- 
ly: "Leisure is not the stopping of con- 
structive activity; it is not the time left 
over after work. Leisure is a state of 
mind; it is a way of being at peace with 
oneself and what one is doing. It is 
'doing what one wants to do and what 
one chooses to do." So. if pressure and 
stresses are getting you down, get some 
of this special ingredient into your daily 
activity. It can work wonders—even if 
you can only spare brief periods of 
time for it.

4. True—according to studies cited by a 
team of Washington University scien- 
tists. Evidence shows that "the less- 
stressed parent tends to reproduce its 
own gender. In other words, if the , 
father is in a less-stressed condition 
than the mother at the time of concep- 
tion, there is more chance that the off- 
spring will be a male. Conversely, if the 
mother is in a less-stressed condition, 


. there is more chance that the offspring 


will be a female. If both parents are 
equally non-stressed or equally under 
stress, and other sex-determinant fac- 
tors are equal, the male-female off- 
spring ratio will be 50-50." Further 
studies undertaken by the investigators 
have provided additional support for 
this finding. 
5. True. Psychiatric studies of men's re- 
actions to extreme stresses and pres- 
sures during war have shown that those 
best able to take stress in their stride 
tended to share these traits in common: 
a well-developed sense of humor, an 
ability to see the funny side of a dif- 
ficult and threatening situation and an 
outlook characterized by optimism, self- 
confidence and faith in their own des- 
tinies.
